The Chicago Grand Jury has found 
true bills against the Anarchists, on 
tbe charge of murder as necessaries be- 
fore the fact. 

Persons sinking an artesian well in 
the heart of Denver, Col., Friday, 
struck petroleum at a depth of 1,100 
feet and a big flow is expected. 

Tbe renegade Apache Indians have 
broken up into email bands and are 
raiding Southern Arizona, murdering 
and pillaging in every direction. 

The United States Minister and Mrs. 
Cox. Mr. Cargill, and the German Am- 
bassador and Mrs. von Radowltz were 
entertained at dinner by llio Sultan of 
Turkey on the 3uth, 

The commanders of the opposing 
Greek and Turkish forces have com- 
pleted mi agreement for an armistice. 
Pre pa rut ions are being made to* dis- 
band the army corps. 

Mr. Hearst, the new Senator from 
California, it is said, delivered a eulogy 
on his predecessor, Senulor Miller, 
while in a state of intoxication, and to 
the disgrace of the U. S, Senate. 

Fires are raging in the HnMc lands 
along the Kscaniiba River, involving a 
loss of thousands of dollars. Forest 
fires arealso burning at Junction City 
and at .Sturgeon Bay, Wisconsin. 

A mob attacked Uie Salvation Army 
at Beloit, Wis., Friday night, smashing 
their drums and Instruments, and as- 
saulting Its members. The captain 
wits placed in the jail to protect him 
fiom violence. 

The price of silver per ounce has fal- 
len so low In the London market that 
our standard silver dollar is really 
worth only about seventy. six cents, 
and yet Congress persists in the insan- 
ity or coining such dollars at the rate 
of not less th m i two millions per 
month. 

Tha Prohibitionists of Indiana held 
their State convention Wednesday at 
Indianapolis, and nominated a Slate 
ticket, the Be*. J. H. Hughes, of 
Wayne county, being named Tor Secre- 
tary of State central committee organ- 
ized by selecting John Haeloff. of Grant 
i county, chairman. 

A severe hail storm visited I tut Intnl. 
Vt„ and vicinity on Sunday, accom. 
paniedby heavy rain and lightning. 
Some of the hail stones were three 
Inches in diameter, a sewer buret 
Hooding cellars and doing much dam- 
age. In Bonis streets the water was 
waist deep. Hannibal Woodruff's fam- 
ily were stunned by lightning. 

A State conference of anti-saloon Re- 
l'ii>>]ii'aiis wiin held Wednesday n( Treu- 
ton, X. ,I„ at which resolutions were 
adopted approving of a strict enforce- 
ment of the existing laws, aud averring 
Hint tbe party does not need the help of 
the saloons, but that "tile country 
needs the help of the Kepuhlicaii party 
to combat the blighting curse or Hie 
saloon," 

Tim bill to forfeit the land grant of 
the Atlantic acd I-aoillc railroad, which 
passed, the House and was reported 
from the Senate Committee with 
amendments, was inisssd, and will now 
gotoaconferencecommittee. Thebill 
provides that all lamU except the right 
of way granted in 1KS0 adjacent to un, 
completed portions of tbe mainline nre 
forfeited. 

Ex-I.leut.Gov, Crockett caine to the 
city yesterday and reported a phennm- 
en on witnessed by him and several 
others nenr Laneutiter a few nights ago 
near Dallas. Texas. It appeared to 
consist of a column of rlaine about ten 
feet in diameter at the top. which arose 
from the forest and after unending to a 
ffrear height suddenly disap]*ared 
At about the same time a shower of 
grovel fell ten miles north of this 
city. 

Advices from Sutnoa or date May u2 
state tlrat a German man of war proceed- 
ed to the territory ofJKing Tomasese, 
whom Germany upholds against King 
Malietoa. The British and American 
Consuls at Apia drew up a formal pro- 
test against Germany's subversion of 
King Malietoa 's authority, and In re- 
sponse to that ruler's appeal for protec- 
tion the American Consul hoisted the 
Samoan under the American flag and 
immediately telegraphed to President 
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Cleveland, notifying him of his action 
in establishing a protectorate of the 
disputed territory. 

The report from Dakota and Min- 
nesota as to the spring wheat prospects 
are of a most encouraging character. 
Serious damage is being done by chinch 
bugs in Kansas and Southern III. Tbe 
Hessian fly is doing considerable injury 
in fields which escaped winter killing. 
In Allen and Wyandotte counties, 
Ohio, tbe presence of the grasshopper 
is noted. Heporta from Indiana are all 
of a favorable tenor. In Iowa, the 
prospects to both wheat and corn con- 
tinue very favorable. In Missouri. 
Kentucky and Tennessee, harvest will 
begin ten days earlier than usual, with 
excellent crops. The wheat crop in 
Michigan ia not above the average.
